Guided by 
a wicked paffion, it every day caufes the worit 
ofcrimes If nature has beitowed on you a ten- 
der and affectionate heart, do not endeavor tu ren- 
der it infenfible ; but fix your affections upon pro- 
per objetts—upon fuch as may not render youdefs 
virtuous ; or rather love only thofe who are them- 
felves virtuous. ‘There is neither love nor 
friendhhip without virtue. The union of two 
lovers without virtue and good morals is not 
love, but an odious affociation, which engages 
them in a commerce of vices, and eflablithes be 
tween thema reciprocal participation of infamy. 
Morals need fear nothing from love ; it cannot 
but perfect and better them. Love renders the 
heart leis fierce, the temper more eafy, and the 
difpofition more complaiiant. Molt people are 
accuRomed to fubmit to the inclination or will of 
the perfon beloved. They contract by this the 
glorious habit of curbing their defires, and con- 
forming their inclinations to places, occafions, 
and perfons. But morals are not equally fale 
when we are under the power of thofe (enfual de- 
fires which are fometimes confounded with love. 
Love isa vice only of vicious hearts. Fire, a 
fubitance pure in it felf, emits fetid vapors while 
it is confuming infe&ed matter: in the fame 
manner, if love is nourifhed by vices, it only 
produces fhameful defires, it only forms criminal 
defigns, and is only followed by troubles, cares 
and misfortunes. But, let it be produced in an 
honett, upright, and virtuous bolom, and kindled 
by an objeét adorn’d as well with virtaes ascharms, 
fuch love can never be fuppofed to deferve cen- 
fure ; fince, no doubt, it muft be approved by 
the great Creator of us all, who certainly only 
made objects that they might be beloved. 

A certain perfon once afked Zeno whether wife 
men ought tolove? A very curious queltion this, 
but Zeno. without hefitation, replied, ** If the 
wife did not love, women would not be very hap- 
py.’’? The union of love and innocence is in- 
deed a paradife on earth: it is the greatett felici- 
ty, the moft defirable ttate of life.
